Coleman, the largest town in 
the Crews Nest Pass, boasting the 
largest pay roll in the Pass dis¬ 
trict, has not enough sportsmen to 
support a curling club.

A further hearing by a coroner’s 
jury was held on Monday evening 
into the cause of death of John 
Gamache, former McGillivray 
Creek tipple blacksmith. Due to 
lack of preparation for the hear¬ 
ing the inquest was further post¬ 
poned, after three witnesses had 
been heard, until Wednesday even¬ 
ing at 7 o’clock. 

Dr. Rose stated he had paid 
a social visit on Dec. 23, to the 
home of Mrs. Gamache, as was 
the custom following a death, Mr.

During the conversation 
Mrs. Gamache had asked if cause 
of death could have been caused 
through an accident suffered by

It had resulted in his arm smelling 
and causing red streaks to run up 
the arm. He had finally consulted 
Dr. Claxton who placed a dressing 
on the mound. He had failed to 
recover properly from the arm 
wound and later suffffered a com¬ 
plete collapse. 

She had asked him to perform 
a post-mortem autopsy. This he 
did, first informing the under¬ 
taker that there would be no death 
certificate issued. The undertaker 
had informed the coroner, A. Wab- 
ster, who had instructed Dr. Rose 
to perform the autopsy.

The Greatest Contribution 

In the matter of the money that is actually expended for the acquisi¬ 
tion of goods and services, the individual who is anxious to make the 
greatest contribution to the war .effort will confine his spending dollars as 
far as possible to necessities produced and processed or manufactured, 
first in Canada and secondly in Great Britain or in other parts of the 
Empire; and will reduce his expenditures on luxuries to an absolute mini¬ 
mum, and especially to luxuries imported from potential enemy and neu¬ 
tral countries. 

It must not be overlooked that the dollar spent by the Canadian in the 
purchase of goods manufactured in Canada contributes towards the war 
effort, directly or indirectly in two or three ways. *Tt increases the national 
taxable wealth by promoting industrial growth. It reduces unemployment, 
releasing dollars for war purposes which would otherwise have to be spent 
on relief or relief projects. Where the manufactures are based on Cana¬ 
dian natural resources or primary products, it increases the tax paying 
ability of the country’s primary producers. By building up permanent in¬ 
dustry, it is increasing post war tax paying ability whSh government war 
loans will have to be liquidated. Dollars, thus expended have a future 
potential as well as present day power. 

Money expended on necessities in Great Brtiain or other parts of the 
Empire, not only contributes directly towards the war effort but indirectly 
through savings on foreign exchange which would be necessitated by the 
purchase of similar commodities in neutral countries. A homely illustra¬ 
tion is a decision to purchase tea produced and processed in the Empire 
instead of coffee from Brazil; or to buy Canadian apples instead of Cali¬ 
fornian oranges. 

The Saved Dollar 

Having applied these principles to the purchase of the necessities' of 
' life and rejected expenditures on luxuries, the individual is faced with the 
question .of how to utilize the surplus dollars to oil the war machinery to 
the best advantage, not having overlooked the fact that the fewer of them 
expended on luxuries, the more there will be for this purpose, the country’s 
major and imperative objective. 

Here again, the individual’s particular needs and specific circumstances, 
will dictate the amount that can be made available to his country’s war 
effort, either as a loan to the government or as a donation, or both, but 
every dollar that can be utilized for the prosecution of the "war through 
one or other of these channels will make the Canadian effort that much 
more effective and will speed the day when victory will determinate-hos¬ 
tilities. *. 

Ample opportunities are being afforded to Canadians to use the saved 
dollars as an investment in future security, liberty and peace—dividends I 
beyond price and of incalculable value. The war savings certificates and 
stamps offer the one channel to invest in these things as a loan, and na¬ 
tional war services campaigns give an opportunity to invest in the other 
form by way of outright donations. There are few yvho cannot contribute 
in both ways. Let it not be thought that because there may be little to 
spare that this little is not worth while. 

Even though, of necessity, it may have to be the “widow’s mite,” it 
must be remembered that “mony a mickle makes a muckle” and that 
it is the sum total of small savings that will decide the strength of Can¬ 
ada’s war effort and perhaps decide the future destiny of this great coun¬ 
try and her great people.

Due to Turner Valley, Canada now 
ranks second in the British empire 
as an oil producing country and 13th 
among the countries of the world, a 
survey of world oil yields of 1940 
contained in the Oil and Gas Jour¬ 
nal, American -oil publication show¬ 
ed.

In the British empire, Canada’s

empire: Bahrein Island, Burma and 
British India.

Thanks To The Czechs 

Britain Using Their Process 
Treating Metal For Planes 

An interesting explanation of the 
high quality of British warplanes is 
made by Albert N. Cudebec, a Bri¬ 
tish engineer. In a New, York ad¬ 
dress the other day, before the 
metals engineering section of the 
American Society of Mechanical En¬ 
gineers, he described the extent to 
which the “extrusion process" of 
treating certain metal alloys has im¬ 
proved the quality and strength of 
British planes.

The 
success in treating the special metals 
is attributed almost wholly to the 
services of Czecho-Slovak engineers, 
who had pioneered in developing the 
process and who fled to England 
when the Nazis seized their home¬ 
land.

GET OUT OF DEBT IF YOU CAN 
(The Financial Post) 

Of necessity there is going to 
be a large increase in the debt 
of the Dominion Government as 
a result of war expenditures. Some 
of this debt will be represented 
by off-setting assets, but most of 
it will be deadweight debt, not 
producing an added national in¬ 
come to carry it. 

If we can achieve in Canada a 
considerable reduction in private 
debt during the war years we 
shall be in much better position 
to carry the post-war burden of 
government debt. 

Many people are enjoying in¬ 
creased incomer as a result of war 
activity. This applies particularly 
to factory workers.

Prepayment of debt helps the 
war effort. As debt payments flow 
back into the treasuries of in¬ 
surance and mortgage companies, 
installment’ finance houses, and 
other business institutions, these 
firms will be able to reinvest the 
money in Government war loans. 

So it is a good rule for every¬ 
one: if the war has increased your 
income, use the increase first to 
get out of debt. Then use it to 
lend the Government by buying 
war loans and savings certificates.

AUSTRALIA MAKES 
AIRCRAFT ENGINES 

The manufacture of Gipsy en¬ 
gines for trainer aircraft, which 
will greatly assist the Empire’s 
air effort, is hailed as a triumph 
of Australian industry. 

The manufacture of the engines 
in Australia, to lessen the burden 
of Britain’s sorely-pressed fac¬ 
tories, was untertaken General 
(Mbtors-Holden Ltd., a/offshoot of 
the great American motor-building 
firm. The company received the 
willing co-operation of Australian 
manufacturers and suppliers, the 
engineering department of Mel¬ 
bourne University and the aero¬ 
nautical inspection branch of the 
Civil Aviation Department. 

With the single exception of a 
speciajgcrankshaft balancing unit, 
whicKHpd to be imported, all the 
jigsjgjAols, dies, patterns and fix¬ 
tures necessary for satisfactory 
mass production of the engines 
were made in Australia. The en¬ 
tire engine is now manufactured 
in Australia with the exception of 
four parts, three of which it is 
hoped can also eventually be made 
in the country. 

Before production could begin it 
was necessary to set up an organ¬ 
ization, plan the undertaking and 
secure the services of manfactur- 
ers with the necessary equipment 
and technical ability to make the 
required parts. 

About 26 large manufacturers 
in New South Wales, Victoria and 
South Australia are making the 
component parts. Many of them 
had never previously been made in 
Australian and hours of tireless 
testing and preliminary work were 
necessary. Elaborate inspection 
and measuring equipment had to 
be installed, and a considerable 
amount of metallurgical testing 
had to be carried out; 

The engines had been subject to 
rigid Air Ministry tests. All parts 
are interchangeable with those of 
engines built in England. 


REVISE ALBERTA 
MOTOR TRAFFIC ACT 

Fresh action designed bo curb 
the accident danger oh Alberta 
highways 'has (been taken by the 
provincial authorities, according to 
information received by the Al¬ 
berta Motor Association. 

On numerous occasions accidents 
have been caused with serious or 
fatal results when a,car has run 
into a disabled truck or other 
commercial vehicle on the high¬ 
way. 

While this was covered by a 
previous regulation along this line, 
a new regulationjust passed by the 
highway traffic board provides that 
every commercial or public ser¬ 
vice vehicle, such as trucks or 
busses, respectively, must carry a 
flare, lamp, lantern or fuse at all 
times. 

In case of a breakdown on the 
highway at night, such flare or 
ether light must be placed 100 
feet in front and 100 feet to the 
rear of the disabled vehicle. 

Another section provides that 
the light must be of such strength 
that it may be seen clear through 
ordinary conditions of visibility at 
a distance of 600 feet. 

The need of proper warning 
steps regarding disabled cars has 
been before AMA. officials for 
some time while the new regu¬ 
lation is welcomed as a step in 
the right direction, especially when 
the volume of motor traffic on 
Alberta highways is steadily in¬ 
creasing.

Francis Lloyd Rigby, 22-year-old 
youth, from Wembley, Alberta, 
won first prize with his wheat 
exhibit at the Chicago Inter¬ 
national Livestock and Grain 
Show. Paul Pawlowski of Vilna 
won first prize with his exhibit 
of oats. He is 23 years old. 

At the Wheat Pool delegates’ 
convention a resolution of con¬ 
gratulation to these youthful 
champions was passed on motion 
of Fred Mawson of Vilna, second¬ 
ed by Uri Powell of Sexsmith. 

Both of these boys were mem¬ 
bers of the Alberta Junior Grain 
Clubs, and Lloyd Rigby, in com¬ 
menting on his win, claimed that 
success was due to “training I 
received through the Alberta 
Junior Wheat ©lube, co-operation 
of my parents, and the soil in 
the Peace River area.” 

Lloyd Rigby is now taking an 
agricultural course at the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta. When he 
finishes his course he does not ex¬ 
pect to farm as he believes farm¬ 
ers are “underpaid, over-worked, 
vacationless, and don’t ge^ a chance 
to enjoy life.” 

Lloyd Rigby has now won the 
world’s wheat championship for 
three years in succession.

“We the jury do find accord¬ 
ing to the evidence submitted 
that John Gamache came to 
his death on Dec. 22-40 from 
nuphritis attributable largely 
to infections from a burn 
received on or about Noy. 27, 
1940, while in the employ of 
the McGillivray Creek Coal & 
Coke Co. Ltd., Coleman, Alta.” 

This was the verdict brought 
in by a jury empaneled to hear 
evidence pertaining to the 
death of John Gamache. 

The inquest on Wednesday 
evening was attended by a 
large number of persons. Con¬ 
spicuous among those present 
were John Cormack, solicitor 
for the Workmen’s Compen¬ 
sation Board, and Dr. An¬ 
drews, also representing the 
Board. Evan Morgan, mines 
inspector, quietly listened to 
the evidence, and Sam Ban- 
nan, Blairmore solicitor, was 
seen taking notes, Among 
others present were H. S. Mcr 
Donald and S. C. Short, Mc¬ 
Gillivray representatives. 

Dr. Rose was brought back 
to the stand and gave a review 
of his Monday evening’s evi¬ 
dence. He was questioned at 
some length by Mr. Cormack 
relating to treatments given 
deceased during the past two 
years and also pertaining to 
the autopsy. 

Dr. Claxton described his 
association with deceased 
starting towards the latter 
part of November until he 
died. Gamache, when first re¬ 
ceiving the dressing to his 
hand, had asked and was 
granted permission to contin¬ 
ue work. Dr. Claxton was un¬ 
aware that Gamache had lost 
work several days later be¬ 
cause of sickness. At the time 
of examination in November 
there had been no sign of 
gross infection of the wound. 
The next time he saw deceased 
the latter was in bed. He had 
difficulty in breathing, was 
coughing and had pains in the 
chest. Dr. Claxton had diag¬ 
nosed the sickness as asthma¬ 
tic bronchitis. He visited de¬ 
ceased the next day and he 
was then a little worse. The 
third day his condition was 
the same, the face however 
was a little puffy. The ambu¬ 
lance was sent to bring him 
to hospital. Dr. Claxton sub¬ 
mitted reports written by the 
nurses pertaining to deceased 
from the day he entered hos¬ 
pital until his death. 

Robert Anderson, black¬ 
smith’s helper, stated deceased 
had lost a shift the day after 
receiving a burn on the right 
hand. Deceased had taken a 
bandage from his tool box and 
dressed the wound. Follow¬ 
ing the day lay-off deceased 
had continued work for sever¬ 
al days. Questioned by Mr. 
Cormack, witness wa» emphat¬ 
ic that he had seen deceased 
get the burn, as both men had 
been working on red hot coup¬ 
lings. 

Chris. Rogers, tipple fore¬ 
man, stated Gamache had re¬ 
ported two burns, first on Nov. 
26 and again on the 27. Gam¬ 
ache had been idle on the 28th 
and continued work for nine 
days, starting on thq 29th be¬ 
fore laying off for the last 
time. Both burns were record¬ 
ed in the company’s books. 

Mrs. Gamache and John 
Ukrainetz both gave a review 
of their previous evidence. 

Dr. Rose was called back to 
the stand and questioned by 
Dr. Andrews. The questlbns 
and answers however were 
much too technical for the 
others present. 

The jury composed of E. 
Beart, foreman, H. Houghton, 
J. Poxton, W. Williams, N. 
Nicholas and T. Lawlor, after 


about thirty minutes delibera¬ 
tion brought in the above 
mentioned verdict. A. Web¬ 
ster was coroner.
